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5 * VICTORIAN F OOD CO-OPER ATIVE STUDY GROUP 

The Board received a report from this Group funded by the State Government 
which made recommendations for the establishment of a Food Warehouse to be 
administered by the Association and proposed "that only Food Co-operatives 
have representatives on the Board of the Warehouse." 

The Board noted the present membership of the Association comprises three 
Co-operatives engaged in the Food industry, one of whom declared its 
inability to use the services of the proposed Warehouse, and two non-food 
Co-operat i ves . 

The Board noted that the Association had been maintained in existence followin; 
the achievement of its principal objective - the formation of a Co-operative 
Federation of Victoria - in case its structure could be utilised for any 
specific relevant purpose. 

The Board indicated its agreement to the Association being available to 
administer a Food Warehouse subject to finalisation of mutually satisfactory 
terms. Should the Food Co-operatives be able to use the structure of the 
Association and require only Food Co-operative membership existing non-food 
Co-operative members would be prepared to withdraw from membership.
